water traffic. The Taotais fost face, that was 
all;' but it was cnough'to inspire them with a 
resolution 10 destroy the bridge ‘at all costs. 
Sothe Grain Taotal.was drawn into the con- 
spiracy,—an important fanctionary, who is inde- 
pendent of the local government, being in the 
service of the.transport of Imperial grain, This 
bevy of officialsimportuned His Excellency togive 
them face by ordering the destruction: of the 
bridge, and simply by continual coming they at 
length wearied him into acquiescence, and 
against his ‘own judgment he gave the fatal 
order.’ - The expense of this piece of foolish work 
has, of course, to be borne, by other people than 
those whose face was so deeply concerned in the 
removal-of the bridge, and we believe the Salt
